She says A L. Mercer aud 
others told her the real murderer was a 
nerrro, who had quarrelled with her son. 
Mrs. Campbell signed her name to the 
piper, offering the reward and guaran­ 
teeing its payment. 
When the arrest was mode Mrs. 
Campbell was horrified to find that it 
was ber only son James M. Campbell 
She then resisted tho payment of the re­ 
ward, saving that she had been de­ 
ceived, believing that the murderer was 
a negro. 
’’What natural mother would havo 
signed a paper offering a reward for tho 
arrest of her own only son on tho chargo 
of murder?” asked Mrs. Campbell in 
her answer filed to the petition on 
which snit wa i brought by the arresting 
party for the reward. 
But the question of law and fact was 
stronger than sympathetic appeal, and 
tile supreme conrt affirmed the decision 
of tho lower court.
